FINLEY’s HELIOTROPE.—The Wash- 


ington Star of May 28 reports the suc- 


cessful testing of the new army and 
navy signaling apparatus invented by 
Lieut. Finley and adopted by the War 
Department, perfect night communica- 
tion being had from the top of the 
Washington monument to Fort Meyer 
in Virginia. The method employs the 
Morse alphabet, flashing sunlight from 
mirrors in day work, and artificial light 
at night, and the novel feature of Lieut. 
Finley’s method consists of represent- 
ing the dash by two lights in a horizon- 
tal plane and the dot by one light. 
Uhat improvement avoids the liability 
to error that before existed.

In the presentation of Mozart’s 
Twelfth Mass the highest forms of 
harmony and melody find their best |.

There is in it none of the mere mech- 
anism of music, the value of which 
rests alone in the intricacy of its con- 
struction and the difficulties attending 
its production, but the music of Mozart 
as presented Tuesday evening attains 
to the dignity of true worth and the 
beauty that suggests best thoughts. 

It may not be said, perhaps, that to 
the ear of the critic or artist there 
would have come no suggestion of 
minor faults, no notice of momentary 
lagging or departure from perfect time 
on the part of the large chorus, or 
even possibilities of criticism else- 
where; but if this be admitted it can 
with equal truth be claimed that by the 
critic aud artist would have been more 
fully realized the degrees of labor, pa- 
tience, skill and talent, demanded by 
the grand production, and from such 
would the measure of praise have been 
highest and most sincere. 

The concert was a success, complete 
and thorough ; a success that added to 
the local pride felt in the Normal Con- 
servatory of Music and its Directorand 
Choir, that testitied beyond the power 
of mere praise to so do to the value 
and worth of the Conservatory teaching 
and training, and a success that, as be- 
fore said, gave to the assistants and 
participantg all the fullest reasons for 
self-satisfaction and pardonable pride.

“Did Tever teil: you of a little inci- 
dent that happened during: the Indian 
war of 18622” said Lieut. Morgan, of 
the police force, yesterday. . ‘‘Well, I 
‘was a member of company A, 6th Min- 
nesota volunteers. When we were up 
in a county which had been devastated 
by the Sioux there was a detail from 
eur company sent out under the com- 
mand of Capt. Grant, of my company, 

to bury the dead. Above Birch coulee 


we found a man who told us that he, 


with his wife, two daughters, and a 
little son, were in the garden when he 
neard the crack of guns.. His wife 
and daughters dropped dead. He 
pocubed the boy and started to run 
own the road. He was followed by 
the Indians, yelling savagely and 
firing rapidly. ‘He could not carry the 
boy and get away, so he dropped him 
andranon. The little fellow followed 
him, shouting ‘Papa, papa!’ but was 
soon overtaken by the Indians, and he 
heard him shriek and knew ‘that he 
had been killed. After burying the 
dead around Redwood we came "back 
by the way of where the man lived 
and found'the bodies of his wife and 
daughters as he had said. Down the 
road we found the body of. the little 
boy thrown into the hazel brush. The 
bodies were all mutilated in a horrible 
manner. At thé fight at Birch ecoulee 
the man was killed. If he told his 
name I can not now remember. That 
Was one family entirely wiped out.

on the Teche, and planting largely of 
cane, he needed of course, supplies, 
and particularly salt and iron, which 
articles were scarce and hard to get 
at the time, owing to the war. with 
England in / 1812-15. He ‘knew the 
desired articles could be obtained from 
Lafitte. and after some searching 
found’ him at his rendezvous, on one 
of the little courant off the coast of this 
State. 

Mr. Martin, sti spe all he 
wanted, started for home with his boat 
well louded, but in the storm the next 
day all on board, including the cargo, 
were lost, except Mr. Martin, who was 
‘ast upon an island. While on this 
lonely island he was found by Lafitte a 
few days after the accident. 

Lafitte’s timely arrival saved his life, 
and after hearing the cause of Mr. Mar- 
tin’s misfortune ‘retur ned to his rendez- 
vous. taking him with him; and after 
a stay of several days together he load- 
ed another boat with a duplicate cargo 
for. Mr. Martin, and. saw him. safely 
landed on shore, and.all, too, without 
charge. Some time after this Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin were returning on a visit 
to their home at Nashville, before the 
battle of New Orleans. Crossing Ber- 
wick’s Bay at a point called, I ‘think, 
Morgan City, and while they were eat- 
ing breakfast in the hotel, Lafitte, dis- 
cruised, made himself known to them, 
and it was then that Mr. Martin had in 
his power and did do for Lafitte what 
Lafitte had done for him; and it was 
then that Lafitte gave him a letter to be 
delivered to the Governor of the State, 
or possibly Gen. Jackson, who was a 
personal friend of Mr. Martin. Mrs. 
Martin never knew the contents of this 
letter, but she believed it contained La- 
fitte’s offer, or an offer to assist Gen. 
Jackson if a pardon was granted him.— 
Alexandria (La.) Town Talk.

Then it 
is not against sound policy that the 
guilty .should be convicted, but only 
that they should not be convicted on 
insufficient evidence. If sound policy 
require the conviction of the guilty, 
how can it also approve the voluntary 
defeat of conviction by a lawyer who 
knows of the guilt ? We submit that 
the Free Press has not made it plain.

MICHIGAN’S POOR HOUSES. 

Bishop Gillespie, of the State Board 
of Correction and Charities, has un- 
earthed what promises to be a scandal- 
ous exposure of brutality practiced on 
poor-house inmates. A special meet- 
ing of the board was recently held, at | 
which Mr. pene made a report og his | 
inspection, on May 9, of the Berrien. 
eounty poor-house, located at Berrien 
Centre. The report states that pauper | 
inmates are punished by whipping. 
Idiots and insane patients are confined: 
in the same apartments with other in--' 
mates, and there is a general condi-. 
tion of filth’ and foulness. Secretary | 
Storrs was instructed to write to the 
County Superintendent of the Poor at 
Berrien and ascertain the facts as to 
the practice of whipping paupers, and 
by what authority it was done. Dr. 
Gillepsie had not secured spec. fic cases 
of brutality, but if on investigation | 
it is found that the whipping- block 
is an established custom, Circuit Judge 
Smith will be asked to put an end to! 
the abuse: Vhe board will also under- | 
take to rernedy other evils reported.

The Great Suaday School Convention, 
For The Ypsilantian,. 

I attended the great International 

Sunday School Convention at Chicago. 


The greatness of the 8S. S. idea struck | 


me. Could Robert Raikes with his 
four paid teachers in Gloucester a cen- 
tury ago have looked in on this magnif- 
icent gathering of S. S. workers to the 
number of about 2000 frofm all parts of 
the United States and Canada, from 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, New- 
foundland, Prince Edward Island, from 
British Columbia and Alaska, as well 
as foreign countries, they would have 
heen astonished. Surely the little 
stone has become a mountain and it 
has filled the whole earth. 

The 5th International S. S. Conven- 
tion was held in Armory D., Chicago, 
Junel,2and 3. It was an unqualified 


1 success, and the workers no doubt went 


away impressed with the importance 
of the S.S. work. The large hall was 
an excellent place to hold such a gath- 
ering in. Flowers, flags and mottoes 
were bung in profusion. Banners rep- 
resenting the different states were 
scattered throughout the main floor 
where the delegates sat, and the dele- 
gates wore badges of various colors. 
8S. S. statistics were printed on banners 
and hung around the hall. 

Mr. Reynolds of Peoria, I)l., was 
chosen chairman of the convention and 
Gen. Fiske of New Jersey was presi- 
dent. I looked around to seeif I couid 
not discover some foreign fiags among 
the lavish display of bunting. I saw 
one, the ‘‘Union Jack” of England, 
lovingly wrapped in the folds of two 
U.S. flags. If there were any others 


I did not discover them. The Stars and 


Stripes covered everything as they nat- 
urally should. Great speakers were 
there, learned and eloquent men, yet 
earnest and humble men, full of the 
Sunday school idea and spirit, which is, 
‘*Save the children.”’ 

The singing was splendid, led by Mr. 
Excell of Chicago. It was an inspira- 
tion to hear such a vast audience sing 
such tunes as Old Hundred and Coro- 
nation. When Mr. Jacobs announced 
that the executive committee had de- 
cided to send a congratulatory telegram 
to Queen Victora as a defender and 
advocate of Christianity during her 
fifty years’ reign, the audience rose and 
sang ‘God Save the Queen,’’ with such 
a will that echoes must have heard 
across the water. Mr. Jacobs(the great 
S. 8. Jacobs) was the life of the con- 
vention. 

When Mr. Fenner of Kentucky spoke 
of the 8S. S. work in his own state and 
of the ‘‘old Kentucky home far away,” 
he turned to Mr. Jacobs and said ‘‘now, 
Bro. Jacobs, I hope you will acknowl- 
edge that Kentucky is not yet dead.”

Dr. Worden of New Jersey spoke of 
the great good the S. S. was to the 
state, but there are yet 6,000,000 chil- 
dren unreached by S.S8. influence, be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 6,in the U.S. 

Dr. Wharton of Alabama made a 
magnificent address, full of the fire of 
southern eloquence. He laid his hand 
on his heart and said, *‘ I can truly say, 
I know no north, no south, no east, and 
no west.”’? He said, ‘‘you have heard of 
the solid south, we are solid against 
liquid.” : 

The convention was excited toa pitch 
of enthusiasm when a colored delegate 
from Washington, a graduate of Fiske 
University, made an eloquent speech, 
and as he closed, Dr. Hoge, a southern 
gentleman from Charleston, took him 
by the hand and shook it until the au- 
dience jumped to their feet and sang 
‘‘ Blest be the tie that binds,’’ and 
cheered fully tive minutes. 

Dr. Hodge gave us a masterly address. 
He said, I belieye in the coronation of 
childhood. Jesus set achild in their 
midst. A child’s place is in the midst of 
the Disciples. He said, it is not learn- 
ing, nor volubility nor erudition nor 
eloquence that makes a good teacher, 
but a consecrated personality. 

_ The convention was a grand success. 
There was an inspiration in numbers. 
The thrill of earnest Christian enthus- 
iasm was there. Michigan has 3,373 
Sunday schools, 252,870 scholars and 
47,230 teachers. <A total engaged in 
Sunday school work in this state alone 
of 300,100. The United States has 
99.762 Sunday schools with 8,034,478 
scholars and 1,107,170 teachers. .The 
world has 16,447,990 scholars and 
1,952,167 teachers, a total of 18,400,157 
S. 8S. workers—what an army! The U. 
has just one half of all the S. S. work- 
ers in the world. 

We thought as we left the convention 
that the work must bea very important 
one, or it could not call out such a 
gathering of some of the best and most 
learned men in this age.
